Justice Cireenbaum ln the Supreme Court
yesterday squelched the last hnpes of the Raines
law hotel men hy his decision in a test caas thar
had been brought before hlm by .lacoh Born.
who ran a Raines law hotel at 34-ave. and
12Xth-st. for seyenteen years and was put out

of business a few wrrffca ago by the Anibler law.
"A plaintiff." announced Justice Greenbaun.

"must come into a court of equlty wlth clean
hands. and this he has not done. Upon the

falseneBS in the allegations hy which he ob¬

tained his Hcense to sell liquor was founded tlie

charges made hy the defeiidmits."
The justice said that to grant reljef to Born

would mean that the court of equity is a blind
to wrongdoing. Since no changes have heen
made ln the hotel for seventeen years. he gave
Born permisslnn to use it as a tempeiame
establiBhtnent hereafter. and Superintendent
Hopper, of the Building Bureau. must not tear
down the partltiojis between the rotuns though
they are less than three inches thlck. Born in-
tends to appeal from the decision.
